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WHEEZED . INTO another 

spasm of coughing brought on, 
no doubt, by the thick clouds of 
smoke encircling the beer hall. This 
was my first trip to West Germany, 
and, in the grand tradition of 
wrestling journalism, I went 
directly to this seedy place Matt 
Brock had suggested. 

I’d been warned to watch out for 
a tall blonde in the company of a 
fat man with a red scar atop his 
bald pate. For several hours I’d 
sipped, then gulped Becks beer 
while peering through the smoke 
and noise for the mysterious 
couple. Supposedly they arrived 
each afternoon at 4:20. Very 
precise, these two. 

Sure enough, at 4:20 they moved 
through the crowd, the blonde 
ignoring the admiring gazes, her 
companion glowering with 
arrogant disdain at the jealous 
expressions following her shapely 
figure. They squeezed into a table 
in the corner, strangely empty 
considering the crush of standing 
bodies. I wondered about that, 
realizing this table had been 
reserved, a peculiar practice in a 
crushed beer hall unless the guests 
were important. Very important. 

Good luck is often accidental. 
Thus while I wondered about the 
empty table, my eyes fell upon the 
waiter. Familiar looking guy. Bald 
guy, cruel mouth, the sort who'd 
rip up a small tip and ram it down 
your throat. I watched him avoid 
their table, again, quite strange. If 
they were this important to have a 
seat reserved, they should have 
received immediate attention. But 
neither this waiter nor any other 
waiter moved toward them. 

Then I made a mistake. While I 
studied the inert action of the 
room’s waiters, the blonde and the 
bald guy slipped away. One minute 
they’re there, the next... 

Undaunted, I raced after, 
recklessly discarding anonymity. 
After racing down unfamiliar 
streets still wet with rain, I caught 
up to them. I pressed back against 
a stone wall, my nervous breaths 


sucking at the chilled early spring 
air. I watched them climb into a 
black Lada and careen down 


cobble-stoned streets. Jogging 
after the car as we both wound 
down a hill of narrow streets, | 
waited for the small black car to 
turn onto a major street. It never 
did. Both of us continued the 
strange chase, my tall, wheezing 
body pursuing a black sedan filled 
with a beautiful blonde, a fat bald 
guy, and a stout chauffeur.

building. I darted into the 
shadows and watched the girl, the

AME IS A two-edged sword. 

For some, the dizzying 
heights of glory can catapult an 
individual into a star system of 
triumph and joy. For others, the 
pressure of constant achieve- 
ment becomes unbearable and 
crushing. 

But that concerns those who 
made it themselves. What of 
those who inherit the fame, the 
glory, and most importantly, the 
name? 

“Yes, itis a very great thing to 
be the son of Bruno Sam- 
martino,” said the handsome, 
wide-shouldered youth 
mopping away the sweat after a 
grueling match. “I’m real proud 
of my father. But being the son 
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of a famous and great man can 
be tough.” 

Exactly what must Bruno 
Sammartino Jr. bear as 
he moves through his early 
years of professional wrestling? 
Obviously, the first trial deals 
with the inevitable comparisons. 

“That’s Bruno’s kid, isn’t it?” a 
bleached-blonde whispered to 
her companion in the fourth 
row. He nodded, similar voices 
of recognition and anticipation 
sizzling through the thick 
crowd at Pittsburgh’s Civic 
Arena. 

Obvious physical similarities 
exist between father and son. 
There is the thickness around 
the shoulders, chest, and neck. 


There is the rugged good looks, 
the intense eyes capable of 
kindly concern or inflammatory 
rage. There are the facial 
expressions, lips pursing 
doubtfully, eyes squinting 
thoughtfully, nose flaring 
angrily. And the hand gestures, 
thick fingers stabbing the air 
with emphasis. 

But those are not surprising, 
for many sons reflect their 
fathers. What Bruno Jr. must 
handle are more dangerous 
problems, ones which will test 
his courage in a manner no 
opponent ever could. 

“Bruno Jr.?” giggled Larry 
Zbyszko. “You mean the old 
man has a kid? Damn, | hope

the kid isn’t half the bum his old 
senile father is. Maybe this kid 
has some talent, though if he’s 
related to Sammartino, | can’t 
see how. Oh, is he as stupid as 
his father?” 

“Another geek, another 
bimbo, another popsicle-brain, 
who needs them, they’re all the 
same, whether it’s a Sam- 
martstinko or -pasta-face Jr. 
does it matter, they’re cowards, 
someone will destroy the kid, he 
won't last six months,” 
predicted Lou Albano. 

“My men will destroy and 
bash and shred and whip and 
pummel the punk like we 
pummeled the old man,” vowed 
Fred Blassie. 


Bruno Jr. inherits his father’s 
enemies. 

“Yes, | know alot of people 
who hate my Dad are going to 
come after me,” he said.

‘Especially when the guy 
who has the myth doesn’t 
deserve one single word of it, not 
one little bit of the foolishness. 

“Look at Harley race. Have you 
ever seen a more pathetic old 
man with a belly the size of a 
beer keg and a brain the size of a 
pebble? I'll give Race credit for 
one thing, though, he has gone 
further on less talent than any 
man I've ever seen. ' 

“But | guess this little old 
match the two of us had, actually 
a mismatch since | clobbered his 
skull from one end of the world 
to the other, this little old match 
finally chopped up and broke up 
and any other word you want to 


use, the so-called myth _ of 
Harley Race.” 
The brutal double-disquali- 


fication match between NWA 
champion Race and U.S. Heavy- 
weight champion Flair did many 
things, among them evoking an 


important, question as to 
whether there actually is a myth 
around Race, or whether that 
so-called myth, to borrow Flair’s 
phrasing, is created by his 
challengers. 

First, consider whether there 
is a myth surrounding Race. 
Unlike other wrestlers intent on 
creating a loud, charismatic 
public image for themselves, 
Race is a tough, no-nonsense 
kind of man who just goes about 
his business. Race could care 
less about what appears in print. 
He doesn't stand in front of a 
mirror for hours pondering his 
self-perceived beauty. He 
refrains ffom  loud-mouthed 
predictions as much as possible. 
And his wrestling style isn’t 
fancy, by any means. 

Yet Race has held the NWA 
title for quite a number of years. 
While some justifiable criticism 
has been directed at his brutal 
methods and remarkable ability 
to invoke a disqualification at the

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A certain aura pulses about a champion. Harley Race is no 
exception. For years, Race has enjoyed a reputation bordering 
on the edge of mythology. Opponents, whether they 
commended themselves with honor or not, only added to the 
myth. Now Ric Flair, newly crowned U.S. heavyweight 
champion, feels he has shattered the myth of Race |

delicate moment of imminent 
defeat, Race’s success is 
indisputable. 

Every top challenger in the 
NWA and those in other 
territories have sought to solve 
the mystery of Race. The 
Briscos, the Funks, Dusty 
Rhodes, and even Bob Backlund 
have come into the squared 
circle believing that Race is an 
easy foe, susceptible to simple 
maneuvers and concise 
strategy. 

Yet, excepting a few periods 
when someone helt the title for 
the briefest of times, notably 
Baba the Giant and Dusty 
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Flair feels that Race has been labeled as some sort of god by wrestlers who are looking 


for a way to explain their failures against him. Ric hopes the beating he gave the 
champion in their recent bout (which ended in a double-disqualification) will help 
change that false image. Ric pulls Race off the top turnbuckle before he can do 


any damage. 


Rhodes, Race has set back 
challenger after challenger. And 
that irks those proud wrestlers 
believing they had more ability 
and were more deserving of the 
NWA title than he. , 

Now, these challengers aren't 
about to accept any criticism of 
themselves. And criticism of 
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Race pales when you look 
around and see his record of 
success. After a while, such 
criticism becomes self-serving 
alibis. No, it’s what the 
challengers have done over the 
years that has created a myth 
around the champion. 

Yes, they have done this to 


protect themselves, to massage 
their beaten egos and puzzled 
minds. If they cannot defeat 
Race, there must be a valid 
reason. You can’t complain 
about Race’s tactics time and 
again. So how do you explain a 
man you claim is slow, old, fat, 
and stupid winning title defense 
after title defense? 

You explain away your own 
failure by creating. and 
supporting a myth around the 
man. You start ascribing certain 
strange powers to him. You start 
alluding to certain mystic 
abilities. You start suggesting he 
is unbeatable, not due to any 
physical powers, but to certain 
secret powers. And you shrug 
when he offers his own 
assessment. 

“Bull,” snickered Race. ‘They 
can say whatever the hell they 
want to say about me. I'ma little 
weary of hearing all these 
ringside experts tellin’ me how | 
did this wrong and how | get away 
with this and that. 

“Well, hell, if I’m so damn bad 
then how the hell have | 
whipped every top challenger in 
the world? Why don’t someone 
tell me that one, huh? Maybe it’s 
cause they don’t have a damn 
good answer so they lay this 
garbage down on me.” 

In this Flair-Race bout, anyone 
with his eyes opened could see 
Flair taking quick advantage. But 
they could just as easily see 
Race defending his belt with 
tough, simplistic valor. Race 
didn't wave a magic wand. Race 
didn't pluck a creature from 
another dimension to aid help. 

‘All Race used were his two 
hands and his cunning mind. 
What this match proved was 
Race’s talents and Flair’s 
talents. There is no need for any 
post-match dissection. There 
was no mythological aura 
surrounding Race. 

The only thing surrounding 
Race was the NWA belt wrapped 
about his waist. LU

gain a look into the. room:

Whether that illness was caused 
by a childhood incident 
or some other accident doesn’t 
concern me in the least. What 
worries me is what continued 
behavior of this kind means to 
the sport. 

Not to sound callous, the 
physical wounds suffered by 
Madril and Rich's mothers don’t 
concern me. It is the atmosphere 
of paranoia created by such 
attack and the fear felt by other 
mothers that is the real cause 
for concern, 

Can anyone imagine a greater 
feeling of dignity than a mother 
able to sit at ringside and watch 
her pride and joy wrestle before 
15 or 20,000 fans? Yet bit by bit, 
the ability of a mother to sit at 
ringside and watch her son is 
shaved by the fear some total 
lunatic will come flying from 
some direction and attack her. 

Am | the only one who finds 
this spectacle disgusting? 
Beyond the obvious cowardice 
demonstrated by a man 
attacking a foe through his 
mother, there is the graver 
specter of wrestlers attacking 
other innocent family members. 

It seems to me _ traditional 
wrestling rules erode month by 
month. Suddenly these 
wrestlers start creating their 
own laws and apply their own 
morality to society. Thus it is 
quite logical, according to his 
morality, that Tolos would attack 
Mrs. Madril. Or Valiant and 
Yamamoto would attack 
Mrs. Rich,

They won't have Rich’s 
money for top hotels, first- 
class jet reservations, and 
limousines to meet them. 
All they’ll have is their 
integrity and honor. 

The real fault doesn’t 
lie with Rich. He’s a 
despicable hustler who'll 
take what's given. The fault 
lies with the fans for giving 
him the fame, the wealth, 
and the power. It’s their 
approval of him that is 
ruining wrestling. 

A friend of mine thinks 
Rich sold his soul to the 
devil to become NWA 
champion. If that’s so, Rich 
got the biggest bargain in 
history. O 
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about Ric Flair? There is nothing 
bad about the man. It’s just that 
some people, for some dumb 
reason, want to write Ines like 
Flair’s ugly.”
